The Chancellor has announced that 
despite the Governor's declared six 
per cent proration, the ACA 
conference will be held this year 
as scheduled. After consultation 
with the leadership of ACA, Dr. 
Gainous determined that the cost 
associated with canceling the 
conference would be too 
great to the Association. 



Nonetheless, the 
Chancellor and the ACA 
leadership agreed to 
delete those convention functions 
which could be construed to be 
inconsistent with the imposed 
proration. Canceled activities 
include the Alumni Hall of Honor 
Banquet, Instead, the recognition 
of outstanding alumnae will take 
place during the 11:00 a.m. general 
session on Tuesday, November 26. 




Shelton State 
and the ACA Convention 

The six cent proration of the state 
appropriation to Shelton State has 
forced removal of most of the 
travel funds from the regular 
budget of the College. Enough 
funds were set aside in the Perkins 
ct, however, to pay the thirty- 
five dollar ($35.00) registration 
fee for those faculty who wish to 
attend the ACA convention. 



There are no funds to pay mileage 
for travel in individual cars or to 
pay for overnight hotel bills.

ASSET APPEAL PROCEDURE 

ESTABLISHED 

****** 

An official procedures has been 
established for students who wish 
to appeal their ASSET scores. 
Appeals will be granted in reading, 
writing, and mathematics. The 
appeal exam in reading is the 
Nelson-Denny exam; the appeal exam 
in writing is the Advanced 
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4. Each department (i.e. English, 
reading and mathematics) will 
be responsible for administer- 
ing, monitoring, and grading 
the tests in a timely fashion. 
The results will be returned 
to the Counseling Center and 
interpreted to the student by 
the Counseling Center staff. 



Placement exam, and the appeal exam 
in mathematics has been created by 
the Shelton State mathematics 
department . 

Students who wish to appeal their 
scores from the ASSET placement 
exam will follow these steps; 

1. The student must apply to 

appeal his/her ASSET scores. 
Applications will be available 
in the Counseling Center. 



5. A student will not be allowed 
to appeal after the final 
appeal date during late 
registration . 

6. If the student's appeal is 
successful, every effort will 
be made by the Counseling 
Center and the concerned 
department to provide the 
student with the appropriate 
class at a convenient time. 



2. During the Winter Quarter all 
students who apply for an 
appeal will be allowed to go 
through the appeal process. 
This aspect of the procedures 
will be reevaluated before the 
beginning of the Spring 
Quarter. 

3. After the student completes 
the application to appeal, 
he/she will sign-up in the 
Counseling Center for one of 
the dates established for 
appeal testing.

RECOMMENDS NEW COURSE

At its meeting on October 16th, the 
Committee on Curriculum, instruc- 
tion, and Learning Resources, 
chaired by Dr. Bennie Ford, 
considered a new course which the 
Division of Social Science has 
proposed to add to the college 
curriculum. This course is HED 
199. Ecological Approach to Health 
and Fitness. The new course will 
transfer to the University of 
Alabama as equivalent to a similar 
course offered by the Department of 
Health Education. HED 199 will 
substitute for HED 224. Personal 
and Community Health, especially in 
the various education programs.

The Committee recommended 
acceptance of HED 199 and its 
addition to the inventory of 
courses offered by Shelton state. 

Dean Howington, now, will propose 
the course to the statewide 
committee on revision of The 
Alabama College System Course
